|;ontiRuation of 2. NOTE; Regarding claims 1-9, all of the limitations have been addressed in the previous Office Action, paper No.7. The 
proposed amendment provided new Independent claims with a scanning device that scans the sprocket holes and the "areas surrounding 
the sprocket holes" whereas the previously rejected claims only had a scanning device that scans only the sprocket holes. It is evident 
that further search and consideration is required for these new set of claims as the scope of the invention has been changed. 
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
